RHODODENDRONS 


The Rhododendrons that we offer in this list have all been grown and tested by 
us here in Maryland. 


For best results, plant Rhododendrons on the North-East side of a building, or 
in a shaded area where the morning sun does not hit them in the Winter, and the 
afternoon sun does not hit them in the Summer. Well-drained soil that is damp but 
not wet is best for Rhododendron. Plant under the same conditions using same soils, 
fertilizers, and mulches as you would use for planting Azaleas. It is best to protect 
from the winds in the Winter by a small portable lath fence, or evergreen boughs 


until plants are well-established.
